of dollars, and rendering homeless and
penniless hundreds of people.

The flames burst forth in a wooden
building on Madison and Front streets,

resistiess fury that now there stands but
a single large bnsiness house in the
whole business part of the city,

The magnificent Occidental hote), the
San  Francigeo store, Union bloek,
Porein block, Yesler und Leary blocks,
Post-Intelligencer  building, and
lt.ld#ad the whole line of business
‘buildings bounded by Seneca street on
the north and the water front on the
south and east, hag been laid waste by
the furious element.

Front street is now a scene of rains.
At the present time (8:30) the fire is
near Stetson & FPost's and the Oregon
Improvement mills, and there is little
doubt that they also will go. The rail-
road offices, sll the docks on the water
front, wharves—everything is gone us
far up as Almond & Thiilips' foundry.

The burnt district, as near as can be
glated, is bounded by Union on the
north, by Second as far as James on the
eqst, and then below James. The fire
is now at South Third, and down to the
water's edge. There are no serious
casualties that are definitely known, byt
it is reported that several men were
burned to deatl.

HOW THE CIYY WAS DESIROYED.

At this hour the city is as light as day.

The coal bunkers are burning and all
the lumber yards, and mills are adding
to the blaze.

A great deal of thieving is going on.
The militia is patroling the streets, and
citizens have heen sworn in as deputy
sheriffs and provided with rifies,

It is reported that one thief has been
shot and another man badly cut with an
ax.

The scenes about the edges of the
burntdistrict beggar description, House-
hold goods are piled up, and women
and children are huddled in groups
about the piles. The citizens, whose
fortunes have gone up in smoke, stand
gazing spellbound at the smoking rains.

ACITY DESTROYED

Johustown, Pa, Bwept Away by a
Mighty Flood.

HUNDREDS OF LIVES WERE LOST.

Many People Swept Down the Boillng
Torront Past Tervor-Stricken Peo-
ple Who Were Poweiloeas to
Ald Them,

Drrey, Pa., May 81.—A flood of death
swept down the Allegheny mountains
this afterncon. Today and tonight al-
most the entire city of Jolinston is
swimming about in a rushing, angry
tide, dead bodies are toating about in
every direction, and almost every piece
of movable timber is carrying from the
doomed ity halpless humanity, drifting
with the raging waters, God knows
where, The disaster oyertook Johns-
town about 6 o’clock this evening.

Prrisnuka, Pa., May 81.—A sudden
fregsher iz reported in the North Fork
river, east of Johnstown, Pa..in the Al-
mountaing. Two-thirds of
Johnstown i said to be under water
and the railroad and telegraph lines are
washed ont.

Pittsburg bas had no wire communi-
cation with Johnstown for three hours,

HUNDREDS OF LIVES LOST.

Greexnsstita, Pa,, May 3L—A reportl
has just been received here that the
greater portion of Johnstown bas been
flonded and bundreds of lives lost,
Houses are floating about, and the peo-
ple who are free are panic-stricken and
flesing to the mountains,

At a point near New Florence eiughty-
fiva persons liave been seen tloaling
down the river on drift wood.

One report comes thut' Trat iwo roois
of liouses in Johnstown could be seen.
The Covetown and New Florernce
bridges have been washed away, and all
the buildings along the Conemaugh,
between New Florence and Johnstown,
have been carried away,

The railroad towers have been aban-
denod by the operators.

WILD KCENES ON TIIE RIVEL,

Gregxsavna, Pa.,, May 0l.—Johns-
town is eompletely submerged and the
loss of life is inestimable. Houses are
going down the river b# the dozens,
and people ¢an be seen clinging to the
roofs. At Camptown, a village of sever-
al hundred inhabitants, tha houses are
almost entirely covered, and a great
many dwellings at Dlairsville are sub-
merged.

Scarcely a dwelling in the vicinity of
Sang Hollow can be seen. The bridges
at Bolivar and Minerya, it i3 reported,
have given away, and that at Salesborg,
it i feared, will be carried away,

People here who have [riends m the
flooded district are eagerly waiting for
news at the telegraph office. Great un-
easiness prevails, The river at Liver-
more is rising, and great destruction
will follow.

A DEBCRIPTION OE THE RESERVOIR.

In order to understand the nature of
this calamity it is necessary to describe
the respective localities of the reservoirs.
The Johnstown reservoir lies about
cighteen miles northeast of Johnstown,
and is the site of #n old reservoir, which
was one of the feeders of the Pennsyl-
vania caral, This sheel of water was
formerly knows as Conemaugh lake.
It is from 200 to 300 feet above the level
of Johnstown, being in the mountains.
1t 1s about three and o hall miles long,
and from a mile to one and a quarier in
width, and in some places it is 100 feet
in depth. It holds more water than any
other reservoir, natural or artificial, in
the United States. The lake has been
guadropled in size by ertificial means,
and it was held in check by a dam 700 to
1000 feet wide. It is ninety feet in
thickness at the base, and the height is
110 feet. The top has a breadth of over
twenty feel,

RIGHTEEN MILES OF LESOLATION,

The course of the torrent from (he

brokan dam st the foot of the iake to
Johnstown, is almost eighteen miles,
and with the exception of one point the
water passed through a navrow V-
shaped valley. Four miles below the
dem lay the town of South Fork, where
South Fork itself empties into the Cone-
maugh river. The town contained
about 2000 inhalitants, It has not been
hieard from, but it is said that four-fifths
of it has been swept away.

Four miles farther down, on the Cone-
maugh river, which mns parallel with
the main line of the Pennsylvania rail-
road, was the town of Mineral Point.
Tt bad 800 inhabitants, 90 per cent. of
the houses being on & flat, and close to
the river. Itseems impossible at this
time to hope that any of them have es-
caped.

Six miles further down was the town
of Conemaugh, and here alone there
was a topographical possibility of the
gpreading of the flood and the breaking
of its force. It contained 2500 inhabi-
tapts, and must be almost wholly
devastated,

Woodyale, with 2000 people lay a mile
below Conemaugh, in the flat, and one
mile farther down was Johnstown and
its cluster of sister towns, Cambria
City and Conemaugh, with a total popue-
lation of 30,000 on “‘made’” ground, and
atratehed slong the river were the im-
mensge iron works of the Cambria Iron
& Steel Comvany, who have £5,000,000
invested in their plant, Besides this
thare are many other large industrial es-
tablishments on the bank of the river,
how badley damaged cannot be esti-
matbed.

At 11 P, M. a rnilrond man says the
loss of life will reach hundreds and pos-
sibly over a thousand. The report of
the loss of these towns above can not
yet be confirmed,

A MORRIBLE HOLOCAUST.

Jopxsrows, Pa,, June 1.—10:40 P. M,
—Most of the aeenninlation/of buitdiigs
which were swept away by the angry
waves to the Pennsylvania rallway
bridge, and piled np fully fifty feet high,
have been burned to the water’s edge.

Before the buililings took fire many
people dead and alive were taken from
them, andjin geveral instances the un-
fortunites were so wedged in that it was
necessary to chop their legs: off to re-
lieve them.

The Catholic c¢hureh was also de-
stroyed by fire this morning. Many
people were on the roof when the
gtrocture took fire. All of them were
consumed in the flames.

The amnage is as'yet inestimable, re-
gardless of the great loss of life. The
Pennsylvania railway’s loss will be
Gnormons.,

EIGHT THOUSAND DEAD.

Saxu Horvow, June 2—1 A. M.—The
fIrst-accounts sent out of the Johnstown
disaster are far above the wildest esti-
mates placed vpon the extent of the
calamity, and instead of 2000 or 3000, it
is probable the list of the dead will
reach 8000,

It is now known that two passencer
traing, two sections of an express on ihe
Pennsylvania railroad, have been throw
into the maddened torrent and the pas
sengors drowned, These trains were
hield at Johnstown from Friday at 11 A.
M., and were laying on the siding be-
tween Johnstown and Conemaugb sta-
tions.

The awin] torrent came down the nar-
row defile between, n distance of mnine
miles, and with a full of 300 feet in that
distance, s ¥ceping away the villages of
South Fork, Mineral Point, Woodville
and Conemaugh, leaving but one build-
ing standing, a wooden mill, where but
an Liour before had stood hundreds, and
dashing on with the roar of a caturact
and the speed of the wind upon the fair
city at the foot of the hills.

The plain, in which but yesterday sat
Jobinstown, sits in the mountains like &
jewel in a disdem. The great Gaulier
steel works sat in this place, and the
city below it, the raiiroad tracks bound
ing it at the base of the mountaing on
the north. Fere is where the trains
were standing when the tide of water
